AMENDMENTS TO THE AGRICULTURAL BILL, 

The amendments of the senate committee 
on appropriations to the agricultural appro- 
riation bill change the house items as fol- 
lowe: The appropriations of $25,000 for ex- 
perimental manufacture of sorghum sugar, 
and $10,000 for the continuation of experi- 
ments in connection with the manufacture 
of sugar from beets, and fof the cultivation 
of beets, are reduced to one item, 310,000, for 
all such purposes. The heuse provisions 
apprepriating $20,000 for investigating the 
habits of insects injurious to agriculture and 
$5,009 for continuing the exploration of the 
breeding places of the Rocky mountain locust, 
are censslidated, and the aggregate reduced 
to $4,000. The commidtee wholly strike out 
the house item of $5,000 for procuring and 
publishing the data representing the agri- 
cultural needs of the country west of the 
Rocky mountains.

LOUISIANA AT LOGGERHEADS, 

Senator Kellogg to-day introduced a bill to 
increase the annual salary of the surveyor of 
the port of New Orleans from three thousand 
dollars te four thousand five hundred dollars. 
The republican congressional committee met 
to-nightand elected Mr, Hubbell, of Michigan, 
chairman. Senator Kellogg and Representa- 
tive Darrell, the only republicans in the 
Louisiana delegation, were unable to agree 
which should represent their state in this com- 
mittee, and the matter was referred to the 
congressional committee to be settled by a 
vote, and Darrell was chosen. 

PHOEBE’S AMBITION,

WASHINGTON, March 27.—In the Senate, 
Mr. Butler and Mr. Hampton presented me- 
morials of the Charlston, &.

THE DAKOTAH BILL. 

The bill for the admission of Dakota as a 
state was recommitted to the committee on 
territories, along with a protest of the Yank- 
ton county bondholders against such admis- 
sion. The committee on public buildings 
reported, with amendment, a bill for a public 
building at Shreveport, La. The bill pension- 
ing Mrs. Garfield, Mrs. Tyler and Mrs. Polk 
was passed. The committee on appropriations 
reported back, with amendment, the agricul- 
tural appropriation bill. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL. 

The tariff commission bill came up after 2 
o'clock as the reguiar order, and pending a 
motion by Mr. Dawes to take up the Indian 
appropriation bill, Mr. Bayard deprecated 
any interrpution of the tariff debate in view 
of the unanimous agreement fora vote upon 
the bill te-morrow. The senate coincided 
with Mr. Bayard, and Mr. Van Wyck was 
awarded the floor... He opposed the bill. 

THE SPANISH TREATY OF ‘1818, 

The senate informally took up Mr. Call’s 
resolution, on motion of that senator, declar- 
ing that good faith required the payment, 
with interest, of claims of loss and damages 
under the treaty with Spain of 1818 for the 
session of Florida. Messrs. Call and Jones, of 
Florida, spoke at considerable length in ad- 
vocacy of the resolution. No action on the 
subject was taken and at 5:20 the senate 


adjourned.

THE PROPOSED GARFIELD HOSPITAL. 

The remainder of the day was devoted to 
legislation local to the District of Columbia. 
Among the bis reported from the district 
committee was one incorporating the Garfield 
memorial hospital, It was explained that the 
object of the bill was to make the hospital 
perpetual. Some members opposed the bill, 
arguing that if it should pass the govern- 
ment would be called on to erect a building 
and maintain the institution ,and that such was 
the design of some of the incorporators named 
inthe bill. Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, 
offered an amendment providing that when- 
ever a corporat’on sball apply to congress for 
aid any appropriation wade forthe purpose 
shall operate as a repeal of this act. Pending 
action the bill and amendments were recom- 
mitted to the committee on the District of 
Columbia, with instructions to the commit- 
tee toreportan amendment to the general 
incorporation law of the District of Columbia, 
by means of which the hospital can be in- 
corporated and be perpetual. Under the 
present law no association can be incorporated 
tor a longer period than twenty years. The 
house then adjeurned.

THE SUGAR DISTRICT FLOODED. 


The Waters Keeeding Migher Up the 
Along the Aributuaries. 

New Orveans, March 27.—The Fordache 
levee, on the bayou Grustete, has given way 
in many places, and the whole of the Grostete 
sugar district wil inevitably be submerged. 
The people hope to save their horses and 
mules, but cattle, sheep and hogs must all be 
lost. These are the most disastrous crevasses 
that have so far occurred in the sugar produc- 
ing section of Louisiana, and will entail a loss 
of many hundreds of thousands of dollars, A 
dispatch from Port Alten to-day confirms the 
report of the crevasses on the bayou Grostete 
and the inundation of many valuable sugar 
plantations. Appeals from there are being 
made for boats in which to save stock. The 
waterat Baton Rouge has risen two inches 
during the past twenty-four hours. At 9:50 
this morning a heavy rain and thunder storm 
prevailed, varying trom southeast to south- 
west and threatening rain. 

VicKspURG, Mareh 27.—The news of the 
receding waters from the Delta, Duckport, 
Milliken’s bend and even as high up as Hen- 
derson’s Landing on the Louisiana side are 
being received. Arriving steamers substan- 
tiate the good news. From the tributary 
streams on the Mississippi side above and be- 
low here a gradual decline is reported. 

The crevasse at the Arizona plantation is 
now reported as twelve feet deep and twenty 
feet wide. The impression prevails that the 
waters from this and Landry crevasses will 
overflow all the sugar plantations on the left 
bank down to Bonnet Carre. Reports indi- 
cate that the entire Grasse Tete country is 
under water. The back water is rapidly en- 
croaching on the plantations of West Baton 
Rouge.

ALONG THE TALLAHATCHIE, 

The Steamer Carroll, from Shorkey, on the 
Tallahatechie river, reports a fall of eighteen 
inchesat that point, and that many planters 
are preparing to resume work. The compress 
here,which has been under water,was opened 
to-day for business. The Steamer Sunflower, 
from Fasonia, 215 miles up the Sunflower 
river, arrived this morning and reports the 
river as falling at that point, with a total fall 
of two feet at Campbellsville, nineteen miles 
up, and falling one inch in twenty-fourhours. 

A HEAVY RAINFALL. 

An unusually heavy rain fell there last 
night of several hours’ duration. From pas- 
sengers by the Sunflower conversant 
with the manner in which rations were dis- 
tributed by the United States steamer Anita, 
on her trip up, it is learned that the planters 
and laborers object to the merchants acting 
as distribution agents. The steamer lke Bon- 
ham, from Little Deer creek, came in 
to-day. A fall of seven inches 
is ‘reported in the creek, with 
a strong current, which indicated a general 
decline of water. The Conbam went as high

orts but little destitution in that section. 
2 se te generally think that a good crop will 
be made. The hands generally are well cared 
for, and are satisfied. Withadecline of three 
feet many plantations will be out of the wa- 
ter.

THE TORNADO’S TRACK. 


Destruction of Life and Property by a Tornade in 
Central Georgia. 

Aveusta, March 27.—About | o'clock to-day 
a destructive wind swept the country four 
miles northeast of Waynesboro. Houses and 
fences were blown down and trees uprooted. 
Considerable damage was done to property on 
the plantations of Joseph W. Ward, J. J. 
Jones, E. A. Carter, and P. E. Steiner. The 
dining room of Joseph M. Ward was biown to 
pieces while the family were at dinner. Gil- 
bert Ward, four years old, was killed and Miss 
Dunlap was painfully injured. 

FROM MACON TO SANDERSVILLE. 

Macon, March 27.—The tornado to-day did 
considerable damage to property near here 
and along the Central road, as far as Sanders- 
ville. Dwellings, barns, ginhouses, cabins 
and trees were destroyed, and many persons 
were injured. No fatal accidents are reported. 
The tornado was very violent and about 100 
yards wide. It moved from west to east. 

THE STORM IN PENNSYLVANIA, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

PirrssurG, March 27.— A_ special from 
Evansburg, Crawford county, Pa., says that 
during a severe gale yesterday afternoon, a 
three story brick house in course of construc- 
tion was blown down, and William Hunt and 
Frank McDonald were killed; John Houser 
and William Sharle fataliy and five others 
slightly injured. A similar accident occurred 
here to-day, the wind blowing down a frame 
house and fatally injuring John Atkinson 
and Patrick Gavin, two workmen. 


A TRAIN WRECKED. 


Colonel Cole's Palace Car Destroyed—One Man Killed. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 27.—Early Sun- 
day morning the eastern bound passenger train 
on the Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad was telescoped by a freight train 
eigiy-three miles east of knoxville. 
HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

The passenger train had just passed the 
freight train at Home station, and was sud- 
denly stopped by the bursting of one of the 
air brakes. The freight train was only three 
minutes behind and coming down the steep 
grade its speed was checked, but it was im pos- 
sible ta stop the train before the engine ran 
into the rear of the passenger train. 

LOSS OF LIFE, 

The rear coach, which was President E. W. 
Cole’s palace car, and which recently cost 
$17,000, was totally wrecked. Thesteam pipe 
of the freight engine was broken and William 
Booker, porter on Cole’s car, was scalded to 
death. There was no one else in the car. 
John Garlingion, condactor of the sleeper, 
was severely scalded, and the sleeper was 
damaged. All the trains were delayed six 
nours, 

A M4N KILLED.

OUR REPRESENTATIVES 


IN CONGRESS AND WHAT THEY 
ARE DOING. 


Their Views on the Chinese Bili—All About the Bruns- 
wick Post-Office-Modern Mail on the Direct 
Route—The Life-Sav ng Service—Grant— 

Pederal Gossip—Personal Points, Ete. 


Wasnineton, March 25.—The senate is rap- 
ly approaching the end of a long and desul 
tory debate on the tariff commission bill. A 
vote is set for Tuesday afternoon. Discussion 
has grown wearisome. Opinions are fixed. 
If the commission is to be established at all it 
is agreed that it ought to begin work as soon 
as possible. The Georgia senators both favor 
the bill as the best means of amending the 
tariff now in sight. Senator Brown will vote 
for it. Senator Hill is paired with Mr. Van 
Wyck, of Nebraska, a representative of the 
small school of free trade republicans. 

Nearly every senator of the speaking 
class has had his turn at the tariff. Beck and 
Vest are the free trade extreme and Morrill 
and Frye on the outside limit of protec- 
tion have found it necessary to give vent 
more than once. Morgan, of Alabama, one 
of the most frequent speakers in the body, 
has been heard from several times, Ex- 
Senator Eaton had about sucha bill as this 
of. Bayard’s before the senate in the forty- 
sixth congress. He is here now trying to 
help the pending measure through. 

MR. BLOUNT AND THE CHINESE, 

Mr. Blount has been highly complimented 
on his Chinese ‘speech. It was an extem- 
poraneous effort. half an hour long. 
He treated the Chinese problem 
as a question of practical iniportance, demand- 
ing a solution now. The fine spun theories 
of the New England orators about the rights 
of all men in this general 
manity does not fit the case, he argued, for 
no party, ndg leading element in any pariy, 
denies the right to regulate Chinese 
immigration. That much settled, we must 
come down from the heights of the theory 
and look at the hing in a business way. No 
encouragement is offered to the Chinaman 
now. Hecannot become a citizen. The al- 
ready es.ablished policy of the government 
so discourages his coming that the respecta- 
ble classes in China do not turn to America. 
We get the degraded outcasts and 
the yagabond exiles of that erowded 
empire, and these we _ had better 
shut out, The speech was one of 
the most practical and pointed of all that 
were made. It sonmmneaibel the unqualified 
approval of such leaders as Carlisle, men who 
know whata speech is really worth in the rest- 
less house. 

THE BRUNSWICK POST-OFFICE. 

The Brunswick post-office promises to as- 
sume unusual importance before the country. 
The Georgia syndicate, or the Longstreet- 
Farrow-Atkins political combination, secured 
the nomination of J. J. Newton, ‘‘one of us,” 
though President Arthur had to adopt a very 
unusual method to accommodate these states- 
men. Mr. North, whonow fills the office, has 
served a full term to the entire satisfaction of 
the people of Brunswick. He was a union 
soldier, and was so wounded that one arm is 
useless. He is in delicate health. In short, his 
condition, his services, his record, give 
him astrong claim on the office. It was in 
view of these circumstances that the president 
nominated him for another term. He was 
promptly confirmed. Soon, however, it was 
discovered that this office was needed in the 
schedule arranged for building up the party 
in Georgia and Mr. Newton was the man 
to work it up on that line. Fresh on his con- 
firmation came the nomination of North’s 
successor. The mayor and leading citizens 
telegraphed at once to the Georgia senators 
to hold up the confirmation of Newton. 
Brunswick seems particularly solid for North. 
He is hgre working up considerable interest 
in his case by the plain recital of his trest- 
ment. No reason is given for his removal 
except the weak suggestion of his 
having had the office long enough. The truth 
is North was not much of a stalwart on the 
Grant-Arthur line or much of a coalitionist 
on the Longstreet line, and inquiries into his 
qualifications further than this were out of 
order under the new patent method of filling 
the Georgia offices. Heseems to bea quiet, 
clever gentleman who had little to do with 
politics, and though a firm republican thought 
it better to give the people of Brunswick a 
first-class post-office than to go howling around 
on political crusades, or bothering himself 
with making traps to capture the great state 
of Georgia. 

Mr. Newton is said to be a_ very 
clever gentleman, but he will = go 
befor the senate handicapped and 
with the administration and the Georgia syn- 
dicate both backing him I doubtif he wins 
the race. 

Colonel Farrow ought to be able to keep up 
the coalition boom in Brunswick. The ad- 
ministration might send Mr. Newton to some 
other field. 

MODERN MAIL. 

Since the direct fast mail to Atlanta has 
been taken off, persons in Washington com- 
municating with that interesting city get 
their letters by a variety of routes. They 
drop in at all hours of the day, giving a nov- 
elty of surprise the old schedule did not 
afford. The element of uncertainty at times 
cuts curious freaks, as for instance with some 
letters which left Atlanta on the 15th and 
reached Washington promptly on the 25th of 
the same month. The gentleman who re- 
ceived them at first thought they had gone 
down to Savannah to enjoy a ride on 
one of the magnificent ocean steamers to 
New York and thence by Washington by 
rail but acomputation of time showed that 
even if/they had taken the night train on 
the Central railroad this trip would have occu- 
pied only six days. And so the route those 
letters took will Se remain @ mystery 
forever. For the benetit of Colonel Wallace 
Rhodes, the accomplished mailing clerk of 
the Atlanta post-oflice, [ will state that the 
postal marks showed he had gotten rid of 
them exactly on time. 


Mr. Stephens cannot agree to the bill as 
passed by the senate.

The last 
characteristic is stressed to phenomenal 
strength by the statement that he never saw 
during his four years stay in Canton, a single 
drunken Chinaman. What a transition for a 
man who had ‘frequently been in Atlanta on 
Christmas. :

Mr. Scruggs believes that the Chinese gov- 
ernment will shut down on us just as close as 
we have on them. He considers the picture 
drawn by Senator Brown of the evil effects to 
American commerce and American muission- 
ary enterprises a correct portrayal of probable 
results. 

Quite a number of the senator's speeches 
were sent to English and American residents 
in China by friends in Washington, who 
think it will be interesting reading to those 
gentlemen, as they are opposed to the severe 
policy of the bill. 

THE LIFESAVING SERVICE 

Is before \the senate with a plea for -more 
money. For increased salaries alone 555,000 
are asked. This request did not meet the ap- 

roval of Senator Brown. He took out 
hig pruning. knife and went to work 
on the bill. In some cases it is proposed to 
raise salaries from $1,000 to $2,500. This was 
almost “too suddint” for the senator, and he 
offered a series of amendments to reduce the 
increase. Several times hesucceeded in bring- 
ing down the proposed $2,500 to $1,800 and 
$1,500. Hisobjection were met by the arga- 
ment that first-class men are needed in this 


service, but the very men who reasoned this 


way hada few moments before eulogized the 
present service and proved how efficient it 
was. The Georgia senator simply put the two 
statements together and said: ‘‘You have 
shown how excellent is theservice of the men 
who are working for $1,000 a year. They 
seem to be good enough according to your 
showing. We had better not make a change.” 
While he favored a reasonable increase of sal- 
aries, he could not stand the extravagant fig- 
ures of the committee. His amendments 
will cause a heavy reduction of the proposed 
expense,

is at the white house for the first time since 
he handed the keys to Hayes. He ought to 
feel at home there, not only because of his 
long residence within its dingy walls, but 
also because he hasso much to do with the 
present authority of the establishment.

It’s his way, anda man who can’t be presi- 
dent but a piece of a term is excusable for 
making the thing very intense while it lasts.

Lecomotive’s Trip with a New Invention 
lbolted to Ite Fire Bex. 
From the New York Sun. 

Sixty-eight persons filled a special car which 
rolled from the Long Island railroad depot at 
Greenpoint yesterday afternoon for Rocka- 
way Beach. They were on a trial trip de- 
signed to exhibit an engine fitted to burn

$600,000 BURNED. 


DESTRUCTIVE CONFAG RATION INS 


RICHMOND. 


'The Bridge Over the James River Destroyed, and a 


Large Number ot Mauvufacturing Establish- 
ments Razed.—Fifteen Men Killed and 
Wounded in a California Explosion. 


Ricumonpv, Va., March 27.—Yesterday even- 
ing one of the most destructive conflagrations 
which has ever visited this city, second only 
to that which destroyed the business portion 
of the city on its evacnation by the confed- 
erate army in April, 1865, occurred here re- 
sulting in a great destruction of property, the 
loss of one life and several minor casualties. 
A number of poor people are deprived of their 
homeand household goods, and the traveling 
public will be vastly inconvenienced by the 


loss of the main bridge directly connecting. 


the northern and southern systems of rail- 
ways crossing the James river at this point. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

At half past twelve yesterday an employe 
of the Richmond and Petersburg railroad 
company discovered a small blaze near the 
southern end of the company’s long bridge 
over James river, and immediately started to 
give an alarm. Ina few minutes a portion of 
the fire department was on the ground, but by 
the time it had arrived the fire, aided by a 
heavy gale from the southwest, had made such 
rapid progress that the bridge was wrapped in 
the flames, and in less than half an hour the 
whole structure fell, a mass of ruins, into the 
river, leaving nothing standing but the 
granite piers upon which the bridge was built. 

REACHING THE CITY. 

When the flames reached the Richmond 
end of the bridge, they immediately seized 
upon the large four story brick tobacco fac- 
tory of T. M. Rutherford & Co, which also 
quickly fell a victim to the devouring ele- 
ment. From that point the fire continued 
to spread with frightful rapidity, attacking 
and laying in ashes in quick succession the 
large brick tobacco factory of R. A. Patter- 
son & Co., T. C. Williams & Co., the three 
tobacco stemmeries of J. A. Hutchens, two 
stemmeries of C, ~~ - «& F. Bb. 
Barksdale, the stemmery of Osborne 
& Edwards, the Vulcan iron works, 
(operated by Bruce & Archer), twenty tene- 
ment houses occupied by poor peopie, about 
300 feet of trestle work connecting the Trede- 
gar iron works with the Richmond and Peters- 
burg railroad, ten new freight cars beionging 
to the Tredegar Eye awe T. P. Smith’s grist 
mill, a number of other minor buildings, and 
a quantity of coal and lumber. 

ACROSS THE RIVER. 

At the southern or Manchester end of the 
bridge the Virginia mining and manufactur- 
ing company’s kaoline works were also de- 
stroyed, 

THE TOTAL LOSS, 

The total loss is now estimated at between 
$500,000 and $600,000, about half of which is 
covered by insurance. 

THE BURNING OF THE BRIDGE, 

When it became evident that the bridge was 
in imminent danger, the second and third fire 
alarms were sounded, and the whole fire de- 
partment was called out, but the efforts of the 
firemen to check the flames were entirely fu- 
tile, fighting as they had to do against the 
fierce winds which, driving the flames, cin- 
ders and smoke into their faces, forced them 
back foot by foot, from its fiery path. 

OUTSIDE ASSISTANCE CALLED FOR, 

At 1:45 in the afternoon, Mayor Carrington 
telegraphed to Washington for assistance from 
the fire department of that city, but later, 
when the fire was finally gotten under con- 
trol, another telegram was sent to Washing- 
ton to that effect. The Washington depart- 
ment had responded promptly and had em- 
barked several engines on a special train, 
when notified that their services were not 
needed. 

WATCHING THE FLAMES, 

The fire occurred just about the time that 
the churches were being dismissed from morn- 
ing services, and the alarm being immediately 
given by every fire apparatus and bell in the 
city, the notification of the calamity spread 
with lightning-like rapidity, and in a short 
time the hills and housetops, and every eleva- 
tion affording a place of view, were 
densely thronged with old and 
young, white and colored. A 
heavy wind added more than ordinary vitali- 
ty tothe flames, and carried large pieces of 
burning cinders for long distances which, in 
some Cases, set fire to distant roofs, necessita- 
ting a constant watch on the house tops to 
prevent threatened danger. 

ACCIDENTS To LIPFF. 

Charles Betts, a youth of 15 years, was killed 
by a falling wall. Two men, whose names are 
unknown, are reported to have been buried 
in the ruins of Patterson’s factory. Isaac 
A. Gentry, bookkeeper in the same factory, 
barely escaped suffocation in the building, 
and hadto jump from a window, burting 
himself-severely. 

; TWO MEN BURNED TO DEATH. 

NEW Haven, Conn.; March 27.—In a fire in 
west Arsonia, this morning, two brothers. 
James Bassett, aged 19, and Ellistt Bassett. 
aged 21, perished in the flames. .Three wood- 
en houses were burned. The money loss is 
about $16,000, ‘ 

ELEVEN MEN KILLED. 

San Francisco, March 27.—Three tons of 
powder exploded to-day in the Vulcan pow- 
der company’s works in Almeda county, near 
Oakland, killing eleven men—five white and 
six Chinese. Four men, all white. were in- 
yured. The money loss is about $25,000.

ITS LEADING BUSINESS INTERESTS 
AND TRADE. 


The Only Ax Handle Factory in the Whole South-— 
How they are Made and Where they are Sold— 
Mr. J. A. W. Johnson's Pretty Profits.— 

The Cherokee Manufacturing Co. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Dattron, March 25.—The more I see of 
Georgia and the south, the more am I con- 
vineed that both are rapidly waking up to the 
fact that the section is bound by force of cir- 
cumstances to develop into a broad field of 
industries second to no other in America or 
abroad. Andin no small town of the state 
that I have seen have I seen enterprise started 
on a safer or more sensibie plan than here in 
Dalton. When the war ended, Dalton had 
scarcely three hundred inhabitants, and gave 
probably as little promise as any place known. 


Its natural advantages, however, its superior 
location and healthy climate soon drew_in a 
growing population, which has since in- 
creased to over three thousand. After a’care- 
ful survey of thesituation, and a critical view 
of the city, I have concluded that Dalton is 
probably the most important town between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, in point of general 
yromise and industrial pursuits. I have been 
cam a number of times before, but never 
thought seriously of what the place was doing 
or was likely to do. I think Ido not put 
it too strongly when I say that. the 
people here are showing more good, sound 
sense than any community of its size I have 
yet seen. Realizing that there is not a great 
deal of wealth in Dalton, and little prospect 
of outside influences bringing northern capi- 
tal into her domains, she has knuckled down 
to work in an’ earnest manner, and froma 
comparatively small beginning she now pre- 
sents an array of commendable enterprise 
that does credit alike to her sense and energy, 
Probably the most novel, and certainly oneof 
the most interesting enterprises that I have 
seen in a long while, is the 
AX HANDLE FACTORY, 

an experimental concern started up some- 
thing over a year ago and owned by Mr. J. A. 
W. Johnson. The factory is situated out 
about a mile from the city proper, but in a 
locality eminently well suited for the purpose 
because of its proximity to well timbered 
lands. I took a walk out to Mr. Johnson’s 
place and met that gentleman there, who 
very courteously showed me through his 
novel factory. The building is a frame struct- 
ure, about ninety by fifty feet, two 
stories high, and the machinery is 
propelled by a fitty horse-power engine. 
Around the building, ina well shaded oak 
grove of about twenty acres, a number of 
pretty white and very neat looking cottages 
are erected, which are occupied by operatives 
in the factory. In this grovea plat has been laid 
out for a huge cotton factory, which the pres- 
ent proprietor contemplates erecting. When 
I had finished looking at the surroundings 
Mr. Johnson said, ‘‘come inside now, and Ill 
show you what we are doing here.”’ 

Once inside I was met with the whirr and 
noise of the oddest looking machinery I have 
ever seen. “‘What do you make here, Mr. 
Johnson,’ I asked when we passed a large 
double-looking lathe in which revolved a big 
handle, shaped like an ax helve, but large 
enough to fit the hand of a giant. 

“That isan ax handle machine there, and 
the large handle you see is the pattern by 
which the regulation size handles are turned 
on the opposite end of the machine.”’ 

It would be an _ impossibility, almost, 
to describe accurately the lathe in which the 
handles are turned. It is simple in construc- 
tion, but becomes intricate when one at- 
tempts to describe it in words, 

‘‘How many handles will that machine 
turn out?” I asked. 

“We are getting out about 800 a day now, 
but I intend to double my present capacity in 
a short while.’’ 

‘Do you find sale for al] the ax handles you 
make ?’’ 

“O, ves; and I could sell fifty times as many 
now it I could only make them.” 

‘‘Where do you sell them?’ 

‘‘Mostly in New York, though I send the 
greater part of my product to Europe through 
New York. AsI have just said, I could sell 
fifty times as many as I already make, but as 
this present factory is making mea handsome 
income, I am satisfied.’’ 

“Do you make anything else bat ax han- 
dles?’’ 

‘“Yes, we make every kind of handle used 
by every class of workmen. Naming some 
of them, I make: both straight and crooked 
ax handles, hatchet handles, pick and sledge 
handles, claw hammer handles, railroad pick, 
miners pick, and spike maul handles, besides 
adz and other handles.”’ 

‘What wood do you use?” 

‘Nothing but hickory; and, by the way,there 
is some of the finest hickory timber around 
Dalton to be found anywhere. Murray county, 
particularly, furnishes fine hickory. The 
hickory costs, on an average, six dollars a 
cord, and a cord will turn out four hundred 
handles.”’ 

‘What are the ax handles worth?’ 

“They average me one dollar per dozen, 
and cost, all told, sixty cents per Cozen. 
This includes every possible expense up to 
landing them on the cars in crates.”’ 

‘“Then-your factory pays you 40 per cent?” 

‘About that, I guess. Yes, there is money 
in the business, or I would’nt run it.” 

‘What amount of business do you foot up 
in a year?”’ 
‘Something over 
“Then you make 
amount profits?” 
‘Yes; I know it not a cent short of 
$10,000 clean profits. You see this is 
THE ONLY AX HANDLE FACTORY SOUTH, 
and I have no trouble in turning out all I 
can do. Then, 1 have the advantage of hav- 
ing skilled workmen. I have four of the fin- 
est handle makers in the United States, 
and one of only six men in the union who 
can grind an octagon handle witLout the aid 
of adrawing knife. I failed to tell you that 
this factory feeds over 100 hands, though I 
only employ about twenty skilled laborers, 
all told. I have, also, the best sawyer in this 
country. He never did any thing else in his 
life but saw by machinery, he never even 
rode a horse. I got him from Woolworth’s 
famous handle factory, at Sundusky, Ohio. 
He can saw 1800 handles a day. I forgot to 
say that I manufacture as fine a broom han- 
dle as can be found anywhere. I haye the 
best machinery in use and am constantly ad- 
ding to my supply.” 
“Do you make more than one quality of 
handles?’ : 
“Oh, yes, I make three qualities, Which’ are 
carefully assorted and numbered before ship- 
ping.”’ 
Leaving Mr. Johnson, I went down town to 
visit other places of interest. His factory, how- 
ever, is a thoroughly interesting place, and 
promises to develop into a large and paying 
industry. Mr. Johnson’s profits are large, and 
his success should be an incentive for others 
to go and do likewise. Mr. Johnson is satis- 
fied that it is only these small industries to 
start with that can properly develop his city 
and the south. 2 

THE CHEKLOKEE MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 
About sixteen years ago, a stock company 
was organized here under the above name, 
which did business under a regular charter, 
and built up a paying trade. ‘The prin- 
cipal thing manufactured by the com- 
pany was furniture, chairs, bedsteads, 
etc. But with the depressing 
times of several years ago, came dark days 
for the Cherokee manufacturing company 
and for a long time no money Was made, and 
indeed serious thoughts were indulged that a 
suspension would be necessary. However, 
they pulled through all right through the 
well directed energies of Mr. David Bukofzer, 
one of the founders of the company, and now 
a leading member of the present firm. By 
his marked skill and executive ability, Mr. 
Bukofzer not only raised a troublesome debt 
of about $10,000, but has now put the concern 
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constantly an ase. 

H. A. Russell, a eman of much abil 
isa member of the firm also. Lately they 
have associated with them Mr. H. C. Babcock. 
of New York state, who brings capital, energy 
and brains to Age in the enterprise. 

I was politely shown through the establish- 
ment by Mr, Bukofzer. The building is a 
very large offe and is well filled with the best 
machinery of almost endless variety. A fifty- 
horse powerengine drives the long line of 
shafting. In the ware-rooms I found hun- 
dreds of bedsteads, chairs, rockers, cupboards, 
sash, blinds, etc., stored away ready for 
shipping. 

‘This is not our liveliest season,’’ said Mr. 
Bukofzer, **‘but we are still holding our own 
and have no cause to complain.”’ 

‘Where do you sell most of your goods” I 
asked. 

“The bulk of our trade is in Georgia and 
Alabama, but we have customers in every 
state south.”’ 

‘Is your business prosperous, and does it 
increase ?”’ 

‘“‘We are doing well enough, and, as I said 
before, cannot complain.” 

“What do you manufacture, that is, what 
variety of work do you make?” 

“The principal line with us is furniture. 
Our bedsteads are the best that can be made 
for the money, and I know we make the best 
cottage chair in Georgia. This is an ac- 
knowledged fact and remains undisputed. Of 
course there are chairs just as strong, but many 
of them are cumbersome and very ungainly 
looking things at best. In our chair we com- 
bine neatness and lightness, together with a 
good finish, and these points make it the best 
chair on the market. We can scarcely supply 
the demand.” 

‘‘How do they sell?’’ 

‘The best at ten dollars a dozen. Then we 
make two sizes of the best large rocker known 
anywhere. We are having a heavy run on 
the rockers on account of their great ease and 
comfort-giving qualities.”’ 

‘Hew do you sell your bedsteads?”’ 

“They vary in price. We are not making 
any extra fine furniture now except to special 
order; Wecan make the finish, but the trade 
does not demand it here, and hence we only 
make the plain grades. Now, those you see 
before you vary in price frem $1.75 to $5 each. 
We job these in car load lots to dealers, and 
sell as many as we can make. I think we 
make a better class of goods than any one 
else in the state can afford to make. We 
have, you know, the benefit of terminal rates 
of freight, which is an item in our favor worth 
counting.’ 

‘What else do you make?” 

‘In addition to what 1 have glready men- 
tioned, we make all sorts of doors, sash and 
blinds. We have the best machinery for 
making these also. This latter branch of our 
business is rapidiy increasing. Then, too, we 
make cupboards, cribs and almost anything 
one‘heeds in wood. We intend to make an 
addition to our business in the shape of 
a wagon felloe departmevt, and then 
gradually enlarge our other departments as 
the trade increases.”’ 

“What amountof business do you have 
annually.” 

“At present we are doings about $25,000 
worth annually. The furniture trade affords 
a good profit, and weare satisfied to continue. 
There is one thing sure, we never get a cus- 
tomer that we do not retain. Our goods, I 
think, sell upon merit, and we have ho 
trouble getting orders.’’ 

“Whatdo you think of Dalton and her 
prospects?’ 1 asked, changing the topic. 

“QO, I think we are on a boom of the regular 
kind. I have never known quite as much 
thrift and activity going on as now. Our 
people are awakening to the fact that where 
they have not wealth to back them, energy 
and small capital go far toward the dawn of 
better days, and hence little industries are 
springing up all over town.”’ 

Leaving the Cherokee manufacturing com- 
pany, I had only time before quitting Dalton 
to take a cursory glance at a few of

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Immense Guano Deposits in Texas Reached by Re- 
cont Railroad Extension—Quite as Good as Pe- 
ruvian—How a Specimen Scared a Mem. 
ber of the Snglish Parliament. 
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Mr. Morton Frewer, of No. 25 East Twenty- 
sixth street,who has recently returned from 
a business trip to Texas in connection with the 
development of some very extensive guano 
deposits in Uvalde county, inthe western 
part of that rapidly developing state, was 
found yesterday by a World reporter and 
asked in regard to the source of these strange 
dep sits. 

“That is the peculiar thing about 
them,” replied Mr. Frewer. ‘‘There are sev- 
eral caves inhabited by myriads of bats of 
different species. The entrance of the small- 


most 


er of the two large caves which have been so 
far discovered is about 50 feet in height and 
»5 feet wide, on the side of a low hill. I was 
told that the bats begin coming out of this 
entranee every afternoon about 4:30, and 
pour fourth like athick black cloud until 


after 10 o'clock at night. They go to some 


vast marshes, where they obtain food and re- 
turn to the caves in the early morning.”’ 

“But bat guano is something entirely new 
to commerce, is it not?’ asked the reporter. 

MONG. “pot entirely new. For some years 
past small quantities of bat guano have been 
shipped to this port from the Bahamas, where 
itwasobtained out of caves along the sea 
cliffs. This guano contains, however, only 
Sig percent ot ammonia, and is not of great 
moment. But the guano 
from these Texas caves is quite a dif- 
ferent article. Analyses made by Dr. Habir- 
shaw, of this city, and also by Messrs Teche- 
macher & Smith, show that the deposits con- 
tain over 11 per cent of ammonia, besides 
bone. phosphates of value in considerable 
quantities. This analysis compares very fa- 
vorably with any Peruvian guano now in the 
market, 

MISTAKEN FOR FENIAN DYNAMITE. 

“By the way,” continued Mr. Frewer, ‘in 

connection with these analyses an amusing 


commercial 


incident occurred not long ago. The foreman 


in charge had forwarded by mail samples of 
the guano in hermetically sealed cases to 
various English gentlemen interested in or 
directly connected with «agriculture, and 
among others -one was sent to Mr. Ralph 
Creyke, M.P. The Fenian scare being at its 
height just at thistime,the honorable member 
from York city had no doubt that he was the 
recipient of an internal machine, and the 
mysterious package was in consequence for- 
warded to Woolwich arsenal for examination. 
It was opened with the utmost precaution by 
experts detailed by the mulitary authorities, 
who found a mass of fine dark-brown powder, 
whose color and appearance did not reveal its 
nature. Then it was tested in small quanti- 
ties without result. It was not until a com- 
plete analysis had been made and explanato- 
ry letters received that the terrible mystery 
was cleard up.’’ 
THE HISTORY OF TITE CAVES, 

“What is the history of these caves?” 

“IT donot know when they were first dis- 
covered... I first learned about them from a 
cow-boy while | washunting up in Wyoming 
territory. Hetold me that during the war 
the confederates had obtained large quantities 
of saltpetre from these cave deposits of guano. 
J tound that the iargest cave near the Frio 
river, and known as U valde cave, was in the 
possession of a man named Ney, who wanted 
$120,000 for the property. He would not take 
any less for it, but said that the quantity 
of guano in that one cave was so enor- 
mous that he would lease it to a company 
to work without limiting the quantity of gu- 
ano to be removed annually, for $3,000 a year. 
He was satisfied that the deposit could not 
be worked out in a hundred years. Some 
four or five years ago an attempt was made 
t» work these deposits, but as there were no 
railroads within 120 miles of either cave at 
that time the enterprise wasa disastrous one. 
The existence of the caves must have been 
known fora iong time, as reference is made 
to the bats and caves in many names of ob- 
jects and places in their locality. All these 
names are Of Spanish origin. The caves, the 
numerous smail ones, have never, I bel eve, 
been thoroughly explored.”’ 

THE EXTENT OF THE DEPOSITs. 

“What is the extent of the smaller cave””’ 

“The entrance of the Cibolo cave, as it is 
called, is about 50 feet high and 25 feet wide. 
The passage widens gradually for a distance 
of about 250 feet, when the outer cave is 
reached. The bottom is of guano. The 
shape of the cave is like an inverted bowl. 
The walls are of limestone and unite nearly 
900 feet above ina grand dome. The caveis 
as dark as Egypt. ‘here appear to be neither 
stalagmites nor stalactites. This cave is 300 
or 400 feet in diameter, and the floor is coy- 
ered with about 30 feet of guano. In some 
parts it is believed to be much deeper. The 
atmosphere is very dry, and five years ago the 
guano caught fire, the whole surface being 
burned over to the depth of about four feet. 
Since then, eight feet of guano have been de- 
posited, so that we have proof that the fertil- 
izer is being deposited at the rate of more 
than a foot and a half a year.’ 

STILL GREATER DEPOSITs. 

“So this is where these myriads of bats 
live?” 

“Oh, no! thisis only their ante-chamber. 
as it were. On the far side of this outer cave, 
in the side of the dome, about 120 feet from 
the floor, is an opening about 6 by 8 feet in 
size. Through this all the bats go to an in- 
ner cave, Which has never been explored. It 
is believed, however, to be very extensive, be- 
cause of the immense number of bats which 
daily sleep in it, and because at the time of 
the fire in the outer cave great quantities of 
smoke escaped through crevices in the rock 
near the Cibolo river, on the opposite side of 
the hill, two miles and a half from the main 
entrance. Thisinner cave is believed to be 
fully two miles long and very broad. The 
Uvalde cave I was notable to visit, but agents 
reported to me that it was about Six times as 
large asthe Cibolocave. It differs from the 
latter in being moist instead of dry. There 
is no running water in either cave.’’ 

“What is the general character of the coun- 
try round about?” 

“The district is quite hilly, and is composed 
altogether of a limestone formation. In the 
abrupt hills many small caves are known to 
exist, and all of them are inhabited by bats; 
but only the two | have mentioned, it is be- 
lieved, are of sufficient extent to warrant 
working for the guano deposits. 

TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES, 

‘What are the present means of transpor- 
tation” ° 

“During the last year two railroads have 
been extended through the cave district. The 
Galveston and Harrisburg runs nearest the 
Cibolo cave, the station of Davenport on that 
jine being only six milesaway. Davenport is 
120 miles from Galveston. Another fine of 
railroad, which runs from Houston to San 
Antonia, and is called the ‘Sunset line,’ runs 
within nine miles of this cave and within six 
miles of Uvalde cave. The station of Uvalde, 
however, is sixteen miles from that cave. 
With these two lines so near the deposits there 
ean be no further difficulty about transporta- 
tion facilities. . ; 

“How is the work of getting ouc the depos- 


i ressing?”’ 
a ethe corks is really but just begun. The 
first shiffment was made from the CiboloCave 
butafew days ago. On the analyses made 
this bat guano will be worth from $50 to 360 
rton. The Uvalde Cave has not yet been 
touched. Mr. Ney has died and both caves 
are. now owned by the same persons. 
Itis expected that large gangs of men will be 
at work in them very soon now. Messrs. 
Wyllie, Teacher & Gordon, of London, the 
proprietors of the extensive phosphate depos- 
its at Charleston, are working the cayes and

THE INTRODUCTION OF PENNIES. 

We do not care to discuss the need of pen- 
nies in the south. The proposition is too 
plain and evident to justify argument. The 
extent of the economy and thrift that the 
pennies would bring to the people may admit 
of question, but certainly the wisdom ef the 
proposed reform in our currency does not. 

It is useless to deny the fact that many 
people in influential quarters are opposed to 
the introduction of pennies, amd it is also 
plain that the task of bringing in the nim- 
ble and economic pieces is altogether too 
large a one for individuals when unanimity 
‘of action cannot be had. There is a way, 
however, by which the reform can be started 
and thoroughly worked out, It 
consists in a single order from 
the railroad commission requiring the railroad 
companies pf the state to charge exactly three 
cents a file. If the distance between two 
stations is‘eight miles, let the company be re- 
quired to return one cent when a quarter is 
offered. Ifthe distance is twelve miles, the 
change in return would be fourcents or more. 


The railroad companies would lose nothing 
through the proposed order,for now they lose 


the fraction below two and a half cents and 
gain the fraction of a nickel above the divid- 
ing point. 

As a matter of wise public policy, and really 
as a means of putting the three-cent-a-mile 
rule into full force, the commission should 
require exact fares and exact change. The 
railroads would doubtless heartily co-operate 
in any movement that leads to economy and 
thrift in the people upon whom they 
business. The plan sug-

‘ulation. Georgia would in that way become 
the pioneer in & reform that would soon sweep 
: ‘the whole south, We hope the commis-

THE GRAIN AND CYTTON CROP. 
*.“Bradstreet’s”’ is at band with the details of 


the March crop report-. We have given the 
main points of ths report by wire, but find 


many interestipg points of detail. 
As to the cvtton acreage Bradstreet’s says 


editorially , 

From te tenor of the reports itis apparent that 
none of the southern states will increase their cot- 
ton arfeage this year. On the contrary, that about 
al] me States are fairly certain to plant less cotton, 
aru in its place to increase the acreage of corn, 
wheat and oats. The indications are that the total 
acreage of corn, wheatand oats will be considera- 
bly increased. A decrease of from 10 to 15 per cent 
in cotton acreage in the Atlantic states is probable, 
but, as stated above, it is too early to speak definite- 
ly. In the southwest a like disposition is manifest- 
to narrow the cotton acreage and_ enlarge cereal 
cultivation. The area of winter wheat has been 
considerably increased. 

As to the decrease of acreage and backward- 
ness of planting in the overflowed Miss:ssipp! 
districts, it is said: 

‘‘We are loth to conclude as yet that the water in 
the flooded districts of the Mississippi valley will 
not recede in time fora late planting. The acreage 
will undoubtedly be lessened by the floods, but 
how much cannot now be told. The demoralized 
condition of labor consequent upon the confusion 
caused by the floods promise to prove a serious oOb- 
stacle to plantipg.’’ 
~The replies to which the above refers are 
more despondent than the editor confesses. 

As to the acreage of grain crops and cotton 
ia Georgia, the summary is as follows: 

The report as toacreag indications give butone sign 
ofan increase. One hundred replies speak of a 
decreased acreage, the percentages of loss vary- 
ing from 10 to 2 all 30 per cent. Thirty- 
one correspondents state that the acreage will 
be the same as last year. The reports as to the 
probable area to be planted in corn are nearly of 
a uniform tone, and point to a considerably 
increased acreage. Nine correspondents antici- 
pate an increase of corn area of from 25 to 30 per 
cent. Sixty-six look to an increase of from 10 
to 20 per cent, while nine report a nominal increase, 
Fourteen correspondents state that the cornu acre- 
age will be the same as last year. Fifty-two cor- 
respondents report an increased acreage of wheat, 
the percentage of gain varylag on the average 
from 10 to 25 per cent, Five correspondents report 
an increase of wheat acreage amounting to oV per 
cent. Five reports state that the wheat acreage 
willbe the same, and none point to a decrease. 
Asregards the use of fertilizers in Georgia, a nota- 
ble falling off is indicated should the reported dis- 
position of the planters continue. Twenty-two 
correspondents anticipate a decrease of 50 per cent. 
Eighteen reports state that from 30 to 40 per cent 
less fertilizers will be used, while 25 reports indi- 
cate that from 10 to 25 per cent less fertilizers will 
be used. Seventeen report the same amount, and 
only 8 anticipate an inereased use, A_ striking fea- 
ture of the agricultural situation in Georgia is the 
increased area given over to oats. 

The above is a most gratifying showing and 
demonstrates that the leaven is working; that 
our farmers are at last determined to win 
their own independence. THe CoNsTITUTION’S 
record of prosperous farmers is doing its ap- 


pointed work.

VERSATILE POLITICIANS. 

To say that the campaign of the indepen- 

dent-republican coalition lags would be to 
suggest extraordinary momentum, relatively 
speaking, for itsuggests motion of some kind, 
whereas the movement inaugurated by the 
independent and republican colonels appears 
to have stopped stock still never to go again. 
It is but fair to all concerned, however, to say 
that the project of destroying the democratic 
party of Georgia by means of aid extended 
by a stalwart republican administration is 
purely experimental, and whenever political 
issues invade the domain of experiment they 
cease to become issues. A political party is not 
the result of experiment, and no reforms are 
brought about and no wrongs redressed ex- 
perimentally. To commend itself to the con- 
sideration of the people who are neither poli- 
ticians nor office-seekers, a political party 
must have as a basis certain dogmas (or “‘prin- 
ciples’) purporting to represent a programme 
for the betterment of the people. In other 
words, a political party, in order to be a party, 
must not only. have as a basis cer- 
tain well-defined, not to say vital 
issues, but must be animated and disciplined 
by thorough, compact organization. 
One of the protests, one of the principles, 
sndeed, of the independent colonels and their 
newly found allies is against all political or- 
ganization. They proceed, it seems, upon the 
assumption that the average voter is a sense- 
less person who is as willing to cast his ballot 
in favor of disorganization and demoraliza- 
tion, as in behalf of pcace and order. In 
point of fact, however, supposing him to be 
possessed of ordinary intelligence, the aver- 
age voter perceives that political organization 
is typical; that it is the foundation upon 
which the structure of our republican system 
With some modificatious of state- 
readily suggest thei- 
selves to the reader, it may be 
said’ that, since the organization of 
the republic, the organization of whichever 
political party that happens to be in the ma- 
jority is the government itself. Invariably 
thé government of the republic, as well as the 
governments of the states, is carried on by 
means of a political organization. Pursuing 
the thought a trifle further, it is seen that or- 
ganization is the basis of the state, of the law 
and of society itself. That there should be 
even a few men, and colonels at that, en- 
deavoring to convince the people of Georgia 
that refora: in any shape is to be brought 
about by means of disorganization, is one of 
the queerest developments of a queer move- 
ment. 

We have said that the project of the allied 
colonels is experimental; but the word gives 
it more dignity than it has won. The project 
is chaotic in conception and altogéther im- 
practicable. This is shown not less by the 
attitude of the people, which is one of 
thoughtful amusement, than by the ridicu- 
lous tinkering to which the programme of the 
colonels has been subjected upon more than 
one occasion; the ridiculous backing and 
filing before and behind the wind, and the 
feeling around in the dark for something tan- 
gible to rest the eyebrows upon. First, there 
were the consultations between the independ- 
ent colonels and the night-walking heralds of 
the administration; then there was the inter- 
view with Dr. Felton, including his remark- 
able formulation of a platform,—a platform 
of no-issues. After this came the Markham 
house caucus of associated colonels and then 
the coalition, followed by the  beauti 
fully composed address delivered by the 
republican party when it was in the act of 
coupling on to the infinitessimally small sec- 
tion of independents represented in the cau- 
‘cus. Then there was a new and singular de- 
velopment. Colonel Farrow, a well-known 
republican leader, became the acknowledged 
leader and champion of the coalition, boldly

which had been denied or evaded by some 
of the more sensitive brethren.

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But the campaign still lagged; rather, it 
fell flat and dead, and the colonels recognized 
the necessity of doing something more. 
Whereupon more caucusses and consultations 
were called. These conferences and consulta- 
tions resulted in the calling of another Mark- 
ham house caucus, at which it was decided 
by the independent colonels to set up a pre- 
tence of cutting loose from the republican end 
of the coalition. Having professed to invite the 
co-operation of the republican party, and after 
accepting the leadership of Colonel Farrow 
they suddenly conclude todispense with both. 
Having abused the ‘‘organized’’ and scouted 
all idea of ‘‘organization,’”’ they proceeded to 
setin motion the machinery of organization 
by means of caucus conferences, finally going 
so far as to call a convention, which they at- 
tempt to disguise as a “‘mass meeting,” as if a 
mass meeting of self-appointed delegates as- 
sembling in Atlanta could hope to represent 
the people of Georgia in any shape or form. 
It might be supposed, after all this, that these 
active colonels had reached the limits of ab- 
surdity, but we predict that their versatility 
in this direction will make itself manifest 
before the spring tide has ebbed away.

HISTORY OF FRANCE. By Charlotte M. Yonge. New 
York: D. Appleton & Co, Atlanta: olman, 
Coftin & Co. 18mo, flexible cloth. Pp. 122. Price 
forty-five cents. 

This booklet belongs to the series of history prim- 
ers which the Appletons have under way, and is 
uniform with the science primers which have met 
with somuch favor. Asa matter of course it is a 
mere synopsis of the leading events of French his- 
tory, but the arrangement is methodical and the 
statements clear. 

AsrAsta. A Romance of Art and Love in Ancient 
Hellas. By Robért Hamerling. From the Ger- 
man by Mary J. Safford. Two Volumes. New 
York: William 8S. Gottsberger. Atlanta: Holman, 
Cottin & Co. Pp. 700. Paper. Price $1. 

This book is intended to be not a romance in 
name, but a romance in fact. The project is an 
ambitious one, and the author declares that what 
he relates is the impartial truth—truth, of course, 
in the abstract—descriptions of human nature, and 
the course of the world. He declares that he has 
no tendency in view save that of life, no moral 
save that of necessity, and no logic saye that of 
facts. We mention these things because a feast 
spread over seven hundred pages demands some 
explanation. 

Tue RHYMSTER, or the Rules of Rhyme. A Guide 
to English Versification. With a Dictionary of 
Rhymes, an Examination of Classical Measures, 
and Comments upon Burlesque, Comie Verse and 
Song Writing. By the late Tom Hood. Editei, 
with Additions, by Arthur Peun. New York: 
D. Appleton & Co. Atlanta: Holman, Coffin & 
Co. Pp 208. Price $1. 

Some of the esteemed critics have found fault 
with the additions made by Mr. Penn, butin our 
opinion, every change and every addition is war- 
ranted by a sound discretion, and we can therefore 
most cordiaily recommend the pretty little 
volume to those who are hankering after an excuse 
to write poetry, especially do wecommend it to our 
native spring poets, whoare now compelled to count 
their syllables right and left. The additions of 
chapters on the recent revival of old French forms 
and metres, as in the ballade, the rondeau, the 
villanelle, the triolet, and the like were absolutely 
essential to the completeness of the American edi- 
tion. Our only objection to Mr. Penn’s editing is 
that he did not rewrite the entire book, and thus 
take occasion to do away with the worse than 
silly pretense that English verse is based on long 
or short, accented or unaccented syllables. All real 
poets have invariably ignored the fundamental prin- 
ciples of English prosody as expounded by the pro- 
fessors;and they have ignored them because the 
so called fundamental principles have no exis- 
tence. 

ENGLISH LITERATURE in the Reign of Victoria, With 
Glance at the Past. By Henry Morley.  Re- 
rinted by Arrangement from Volume 2,000 of 

the Tanchnitz Collection of British Authors. 

With a Frontispiece. New York: G. P. Putnam’s 

Sons. Atlanta: Holman, Coffin & Co, Pp. 361.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE RECENT 
TUMBLEIN STOCKS. 


How the Memphis and Charleston is Merged into 
the Bast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia—A 
Sketch of Both the Roads and How they 
St.nd.—Fink’s Management, Etc. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

The course of the Memphis and Charleston 
on the stock market has for some months past 
been most puzzling to the outsiders in the 
stock market. To understand the situation, 
and the reasons why the stock of a non-divi- 
dend paying road that sold as high as 93 in 
1881 could be knocked from 82% in January 
to 46 within less than six weeks, it will be 
necessary to look into the circumstances of 
the struggle for its control that is not yet en- 
tirely at an end. 

This road, running through one of the most 
fertile and prosperous regions in the south, 
from Memphis to Chattanooga, a distance of 
330 miles, was, before the war, the cheapest 
operated road in the south, having easy 
grades and a few curves and a large local trat- 
fic. In June, 1877, its controlling interest 
being almost identical with that ot the East 
Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia, R.'T. Wilson 
being president and Charles M. McGhee vice- 
president and general manager of both, it 
was leased to the latter road for twenty years 
for the interest of its debt and operating ex- 
penses, the lessees to receive the net earnings. 
This lease was terminal at six months notice. 
but in December, 1579, the lessors waived their 
right. in return for which the lessee agreed to 
buy the coupons on its bonds for three years 
following, in case the Memphis and Charles- 
ton failed to earn a sui sufficient to meet 
them. 

THE LESSEE COMPANY. 

The East ‘Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
then operated a road 241 miles long, between 
Bristol (where it connects with the Norfolk 
and Western, for Norfolk and the Atlantic 
coast.) In October, 1881, 171 miles, the Selma, 
Rome and Dalton was bought fortwo millions 
and a quarter in bonds, and the Knoxville 
and Ohio was acquired by purchase of $010,- 
000 of its capital stock of $1,150,000. At the 
close of the year it operated 592.25 miles. 
The Wilson party had already lost control, 
andthe -road-was then in the control of the 
Cole syndicate, which was backed by the 
Newcomer-Walter’s party, of Baltimore. 
Last year the Seney syndicate, tue powerful 
association of capitalists which also controls 
the Ohio Central and Lake Erie and Western, 
and will have completed by the first of Au- 
gust the New York, Chicago and St. Louis, 
between Builalo and Chicago,without placing 
upon the market a dollar of its securities— 
this party came into the field and added the 
new lines of their own, bringing the total 
mileage up to 902, with 221 more in progress, 
to be completed by August of the present 
year, when the system will comprise 1,125 
miles of road. Atthe election in November 
last James KR. Ogden and (). H. 
P. Rogan of Knoxville: B. F. Newcomer and 
Harry Walters, of Baltimore; R. C. Jackson 
and Joseph Jaques, of ‘Tennessee; and James 
A. Roosevelt and Henry bh. Davis, retired, 
and their places were filled by Calvain 8. 
Boice, of Lima, Ohio; A. N. Denison and 
Samuel Thomas, of Columbus: George J. 
McGourky, bB. G. Mitchell, Nelson Robinson, 
George 1. Seney and Samuel Shetnar, of New 
York. Cole and Métihee were re-elected, 
the former, it issaid, with the understanding 
that he should resign when asked. Several 
of the local directors were also retained. 

ANOTBER CHANGE OF OWNERSHIP. 

The managementjof the Cole party, with Cole 
as president and McGee as vice-president and 
general manager, had been no more satisfac- 
tory tothe Memphis and Charleston than to 
the new owners of the East ager ahaa iy Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, which had already dis- 
placed President Cole from the manage- 
ment and appointed Henry Fink, a brother 
of the commissioner, general manager of 
the entire system. They secured a majori- 
ty of the stock through their purchase; ran 
the price up to 93 at one time last summer, 
and at their annual meeting, Novembergl5th 
Jast, made a clear sweep of the old board— 
Wilson, Cole, McGhee, and all. The new 
doard, which was unanimously elected, is as 
follows: V.K. Stevenson, Charies J. Swan 
and Daniel L. Evans, of New York; W. R. 
Rison, of Huntsville; William Farrington, 
J. A. Hayes, Jr., and R. D. Frasier, of Mem- 
phis: G. M. Fogg, William Duncan, James 
». Porter and Jere Baxter, of Nashville, and 
©. H. Phinizy, of Augusta, Ga. The directors 
elected VY. K. Stevenson, president, and Jere 
Baxter, vice-president. 

Steps were at once taken fora consolidation 
with the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia, and aplan was agreed upon which was 
fully detailed in.a recent issue of The Press. 
it meets with theentire approval of the latter 
company, and has already been agreed to by 
President Stevenson and the board of direc- 
tors of the Memphis and Charleston, who, 
with their friends, control a majority of the 
stock. Theconsent of three-fourths is neces- 
sary, however, under the law of the state, be- 
fore the scheme can be carriea through. It is 
anticipated that such consent will soon be ob- 
tained, though there is some opposition on the 
part of the minority, who have been ousted. 
As soon as the required approval shall have 
been obtained, the East Tennesse, Virginia 
and Georgia will deposit the securities agreed 
upon With the Continental national bank of 
New York, which will receive the stock of 
the Memphis and Charleston and make the 
exchange, acting as trustee and accounting 
for the $600,000, which must be used for the 


: payment of the floating debt. 


HOW THE ROADS STAND, 

The interest on the funded debt of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia is $216,154. 
‘The gross earnings tor the last six months of 
1880 were $1,125,320; sanie period of 1881, $1,- 
735,588—an increase of 3610,268 or 54.4 per 
cent; operating expenses $040,754 (51.2 per 
cent). against’ $1,019,630 (the cost of rolling 
stock being double that in 1881)—an increase 
of $378,096, or 59 per cent; net earnings, $231,- 
626, or 48,2 percent. This lefta funded sur- 
plus after paying the interest on the funded 
debt of $548,775, out of which will be paid on 
the ist of April 3 per cent semi-annual inter- 
est on $16,500,000 income sixes, $495,000. 

The last statement of the Memphis and 
Charleston is for the year ending June 30, 
1881, in which the gross earnings were $1,542,- 
082—an increase of $335,811 or 43.9 per cent— 
and the net earnings $511,345, a gain of $248.- 
421, or almost 100 per cent. The interest 
charge upon its funded debt was $295,540, 
leaving a surplus of $215,805, equivalent to 4 
per cent upon $5,512,125 stock. ; 

Under Mr. Fink’s management there has 
been a marked improvement of earnings, due 
to proper development of local and through 
business, and the road has been economically 
operated. Within one month the last of the 
old iron will be taken up and then the track 
will be either steel or newiron thoughout. 
‘The last of the new bridges will also be put 
in place, and the road will be in compara- 
tively first-class condition, Its directors ex- 
pect that the consolidation road will be able 
this year, besides paying the interest on 
its income bonds, to earn at least two per 
cent upon its six per cent preferred 
stock. emphis and Charleston sold on Sat- 
urday at 56.
